Sarah Talbert is a versatile lyricist 
whose two new songs, “I Believe in 
You” and “Pickaninny Sandman” are 
delightful examples of the lighter type 
of song. The first-named is frankly 
sentimental in Context, but with a dif- 
ference. The difference is identical 
with that between sweetness and sac- 
charinity. It is in waltz rhythm and 
conspicuously melodious, “Picka- 
umny Sandman” croons a child to 
sleep with a soothing, swaying rhythm 
and tender words. The refrain, “Go 
to Sleep Mv Littie Pickaninny,” lit- 
crally asks to be sung. Both of these 
songs are simply constructed and easy 
to sing.-Theodore Presser Company. 
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
